The m essage said that at first it was believed the 
dam age to the plane was slight and that this morning the 
aviators intended to make repairs and continue to New 
York. 
On inspection, however, the dam ages were found 
to bt* more serious and it was believed that the Bremen 
would not he a b b to take off for several days. 
Despite the strain of the four hours groping about 
in the fog and the forced landing all the fliers were said 
to he in excellent condition.
